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LAWYER GETS YEAR 


Joseph C. Crouch Sentenced 
to Workhouse After Ne- 
gro Testifies He Did Not 
‘Take Care’ of Case. 


| ATTORNEY CALLS 


MONEY RETAINER 


Says He Gave Receipt for 
It — Supporting Witness 
Fails to Prove He Was 

Present. 


Joseph C. Crouch, an attorney, 
was found guilty of embezzling $3 
from a Negro client, and sentenced 
to a year in the Workhouse by 
Judge Dickmann in Court of Crim- 
inal Correction yesterday. 

The attorney, whose office for- 
merly was in a building, since de- 
stroyed, in the 1400 block of Mar- 
ket street, was accused by Alex 
Moore, 2734 Gamble street, who tes- 
tified that Crouch pocketed the $3 
he gave him to “take care” of a 
minor Police: Court case. 

Moore testified that he was fined 
by default when neither he nor 
Crouch appeared in court last 
month to defend the charge. He 


later explained his absence to Po- 
lice Judge Blaine, who referred the 
case to the Prosecuting Attorney. 

Moore said he met the lawyer in 


}the corridor at Municipal Courts 


Building, where he was introduced 
as “Judge Crouch.” “Hé | 

$3 would take care of the whole 
thing and I could forget about it,” 
Moore testified. “I gave it to him, 
he went into the courtroom, came 
out and said he would have to 
take care of it later. I never got 
my money back.” 

Crouch testified in his own de- 
fense, later issuing the following 
statement: 

“On Dec. 10 at the Municipal 
Courts building a Negro called me 
and showed me a traffic ticket and 
told me he was late to court and 
paid me $2.50, for which I gave him 
a receipt for legal services. The 
money was not given to pay costs, 
it was paid me to see the Judge and 
ask him to set aside the order for 
the arrest and bond because he was 
not in court to answer. I fulfilled 
my obligation to my client. The 
law is plain that where the rela- 
tion of attorney and client exists 
there can be no embezzlement. I 
fear not the outcome of this case, 
and then——” 

The defendant presented a wit- 
ness who said he was in Police 
Court Dec. 10 to answer a summons 
and saw Crouch write the receipt, 
but the witness was unable to find 
his name on the Police Court 
docket of that day. 

Crouch filed a motion for a new 
trial, but was held in default of 
$500 bond pending action by the 
court. He said he lived at 3961 
North Market street. 

Numerous complaints, similar in 
nature to the one that led to his 
trial, have been made against the

GENERAL REFUSED 
POWER HE SOUGHT 


Wanted to Dissolve Reich- 
stag, Consent Was De- 
nied, and Helpless to 
Rule, He Resigned.

BERLIN, Jan. 28. — Chancellor 
Kurt von Schleicher, for almost a 
decade considered to be Germany’s 
most clever player of politics, to- 
day was checkmated by the opposi- 
tion whom he a few days ago de- 


scribed as political manipulators, 


and resigned. * 

Former Chancellor Franz von 
Papen, Nationalist Leader Alfred 
Hugenberg and National Socialist 
Leader Adolf Hitler, plus the East 
Prussian Junkers and also certain 
big industrialists, persuaded Presi- 
dent Von Hindenburg that Gen. 
Von Schleicher was unable to mas- 
ter Germany’s economic crisis and 
insisted that a stronger man must 
be placed at the helm. 

With the dismissal of Gen. Von 
Schieicher, President Von Hinden- 
burg’s conception of the Constitu- 
tion has become a pivotal ques- 
tion. On one hand, those who 
gcorn parliamentarism try to con- 
vince him the country is in such a 
state of emergency that the fate 
of the people is more important 
than the letter of the Constitution. 
On the other hand, organized labor 
of all political shades solemnly ad- 
jures the President to “energeti- 
cally oppose all underground ef- 
forts aiming at a coup d’etat and 
to insist upon a constitutional so- 
lution of the crisis.” 

The deposed Prussian Premier, 
Otto Braun, even issued a public 
warning that a declaration of a 
state of national emergency would 
be tantamount to high treason. 

Von Papin Contacts Hitler. 

Former Chancellor Yon Papen, 
as the confidant of Presf&nt Von 
Hindenburg, immediately started 
contacting Hitler, Dr. Hugenberg 
and the Centrists, but ilhelm- 
strasse expects no definite devel- 
opments before Monday. 

General von Schleicher, head of 
the 20th cabinet since the birth of 

the German republic, resigned after 
governing the nation only 56 days. 
This was a shorter administration 
than any previous chancellor’s, with 


we the exception of that of Princes 
+ Max von Baden, head of the last 


imperial cabinet, who was swept 
away by the revolution after 30 
days in the chancellorship. 
General von Schleicher resigned 
because the President refused to 
vest him with-power to dissolve the 
Reichstag. He interpreted this re- 
fusal as meaning that he no longer 
enjoyed the President’s confidence, 


without which it would be impossi- 
ble for him to rule in the face of a 
hostile Reichstag. 

In his interview with the Presi- 
dent, General von Schleicher laid 
down three possible methods of 
solving the political crisis. First, he 
suggested a gqvernment backed by 
a Reichstag majority, which could 
be achieved only by making Hitler 
chancellor. Second, he proposed a 
minority government resting upon 
“the broad stream of popular sup- 
port,” which also would necessitate 
a Hitler chancellorship with the tol- 
eration of the parties of the right. 
Third, he suggested the formation 
of a_ presidential cabinet vested 
with extraordinary powers and in- 
dependent of political parties. 

Opposition to Von Schleicher. 

Hitler's National Socialists have 

opposed General von Schleicher on 
the theory that he was responsible 
for the President’s failure to ap- 
point the Nazi chieftain to the 
chancellorship. The Nationalists 
objected to him because of his pro- 
gram for dividing large eastern es- 
tates into small parcels as a method 
of meeting the unemployment prob- 
lem. Industrialists felt that he de- 
ferred too much to agriculture. The 
Centrists were filled with resent- 
ment because he overthrew the 
government of Dr. Heinrich Bruen- 
ing last spring. Socialists and Com- 
munists considered him reaction- 
ary. 
Political commentators expected 
that, if Hitler could guarantee a 
stable government, with the sup- 
port of the Nationalists and at 
least the toleration of the Centrists, 
he would have an opportunity to 
become the next Chancellor. Fail- 
ing that, they forecast the reap- 
pointment of- Col. Von Papen. 

Hermann Goering, speaker of 
the Reichstag, announced that he 
would not call the Legislature into 
session Tuesday as scheduled but 
would wait until the Cabinet crisis 
was over. The Council of Elders 
of the Reichstag will meet Tues- 
day to discuss the program.

Ronald was under no definite in- 
structions, it was regarded as en-

sumed. 


“Best News England and World 
Have Had for Long Time.”

LANTA, Ga. Jan. 28.—Sir 
Ronald Lindsay, the British Am- 
bassador, tonight said the informa- 
tion that President-elect Roosevelt 
proposed to reopen the discussion 
of war debts was “the best news 
that England and the world have 


had for a long time.” . 


Here en route to Warm Springs, 
Ga., for a general discussion with 
the President-elect on war debts 
and world economic and disarma- 
ment problems, Sir Ronald said 
the “debt difficulties of Great 
Britain and other nations are a 
paramount cause of the worldwide 
business inactivity. Needless to 
say, I am more than hopeful of 
the outcome.”

Many persons temporarily home- 
less. Whipped by two days of 
northeast wind, the sea rushed in 
over seawalls and other protective 
barriers at high tide about noon 
and then receded, leaving damage 
and disorder in its wake. 

Summer cottages toppled into the 
sea and many buildings and piers 
fell. Coastal lowlands were inun- 
dated for miles. The tide rose three 
feet above normal at Boston. 

Shipping was tied up. Thirty-five 
miles to sea from its usual base, 
the Nantucket lightship fought fee- 
bly to return to its post from which 
it was driven yesterday. 

Railroads and, in some places, 
trolley lines were inundated. Long 
stretches of track close to the sea 
were buried under tons of boulders 
and sand. 

The Red Cross moved into Revere 
on the Massachusetts north shore 
and set up headquarters to supple- 
ment the efforts of police and fire- 
men in assisting residents. 

Many roads were closed to travel 
by order of state and local authori- 
ties when the tide receded, leaving 
them broken or strewn with debris. 
Some were impassable. Cottages 
tumbled into the sea after being 
undermined at Kennebunkport, Me., 
in the Beachmont section of Revere 
and other places along the Massa- 
chusetts and New Hampshire coast.

DETROIT, Jan. 28.—Henry Ford, 
in a brief statement today, said 
the labor difficulties in local body 
plants that resulted in a suspen- 


jsion of work in his factories “is 


not a strike—it’s an attack on the 
Ford industries.” He added, how- 
ever, that “one way or another our 
plants will be going again full tilt 
in a very short time.” 

“You just can't stop progress,” 
Ford said. “This is not a strike— 
it’s an attack on the Ford indus- 
tries. So was the. Selden patent 
suit years ago, but all efforts of 
that kind to.throttle any industry 
are like a man throwing ashes into 
the wind. Eventually he gets him- 
self all covered over with ashes. 

One way or another, our plants 
will be going again full tilt in a 
very short time.” 

Ford declined to be quoted 
further and did not elaborate upon 
the statement published. abroad 
that he blamed “certain competi- 
tors” for the strike in the local 
body plants, 

The reopening, Ford officers said, 
would follow “within six hours” 
upon settlement of differences be- 
tween the Briggs Manufacturing 
Co. and its workers who walked out 
last week. Officers of both concerns 
indicated a belief tonight — the 
strikers would accept by onday 
noon a wage guarantee offered by 
the Briggs company. 

Ford's associates last night said 
that Ford told them informally the 
London Evening Standard state- 
ment quoting him as saying “the 
actual truth is that certain bank- 
ers are trying to obtain control of 
the Ford concern” was “not exactly 
correct.” 

Might Make Own Bodies. 

While an official statement to 
that effect was lacking, it was tati- 
mated consideration had been given 
to the possibility the Ford com- 
pany might prepare to make its 
own bodies if necessary. All the 
dies now used by the Briggs com- 
pany at the Highland, Park plant 
are owned by the Ford company. 

At the Briggs plants today, police 
said the strikers were wavering be- 
tween a desire to return to work by 
Monday noon, when the _ Briggs 
company said it would begin hiring 
generally, and holding to demands 
of their leaders that the company 
recognize shop committees set up 
by the strikers. State police guard- 
ed the plants. Forty men returned 
to work this morning, jeered by a 
dwindling line of pickets. 

Briggs officers said they consid- 
ered their guarantee to the work- 
ers of a base rate of pay, with abol- 
ishment of “dead time” deductions 
when material was not available for 
work, were sufficient. They said 
they would conduct no more nego- 
tiations with the men. 


Deadline Is Monday Noon. 


“The jobs are there if they want 
to come and get them,” H. A. Hund, 
general manager or the Briggs 
company, said. “We will hold them 
until Monday noon; then we will 
hire generally.” 

Previous to the suspension, about 
40,000 employes had been working 
mainly three days a week in the 
Ford plant. Officers said approxi- 
mately 60,000 others were affected 
in plants outside Detroit when the 
Briggs company was unable to 
furnish bodies. 4 

Several other automobile factories 
whose bodies are furnished by the 
Briggs concern reported a surplus 
on hand sufficient to carry them 
into next week. 

The Briggs company planned to 
keep its employment offices open 
on Sunday for all former employes 
who wished to return.

“Mr. Frey told us that until the 
last year or two he had always op- 
posed governmental limitation on 
hours of work, believing that the 
problem could be worked out satis- 
factorily between employers and 
employed. - He has changed’ his 
mind since he discovered that em- 
ployers do not control the policies 
of their own companies, but are 
compelled to accept dictation from 
the bankers.”

Senator Sheppard (Dem.), Texas, 
a leading prohibitionist, said he 
would appeal to the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee to eliminate 
the provision prohibiting wire 
tapping, buying of liquor for 
evidence and the hiring of inform- 
ers.

Wanted in St. Louis 
Under 2-Year Sentence. 


By the Associated Press, 

DENVER, Jan. 28.—Gienn Smee- 
man, who as Harry Stanley be- 
came a successful Cleveland busi- 
ness man after his escape from a 
Colorado ‘convict road gang, will 
walk from the State penitentiary 
next week a free man, so far as 
Colorado is concerned. 

Gov. Edwin C. Johnson issued an 
executive order commuting Smee- 
man’s three years and one month 
sentence for motor car theft to six 
months. Smeeman probably will be 
released from prison early in the 
week. “Good time” allowances 
mean he will leave the penitentiary 
as soon as necessary formalities are 
completed. . 

In granting executive clemency 
to Smeeman, Gov. Johnson exer- 
cised his executive powers relative 
to prisoners for the first time since 
he took office Jan. 10. 

Gov. Johnson first planned to 
commute Smeeman’s sentence td 
11 to 37 months. A prison expert 
figured that Smeeman, who faces 
a two-year sentence in St. Louis, 
could not be released in less than 
60 days, considering all good-time 
allowance. The amended executive 
order was issued late today. Smee- 
man surrendered to Colorado au- 
thorities after being a fugitive for 
15 years. 

Smeeman escaped from a Colorado 
prison road gang in 1918 and later 
went to Cleveland, where with his 
brother, George A. Bronson, he built 
up the music business. He married 
Miss Margaret Stutz, a member of 
a prominent Cleveland family. Evi- 
dence was submitted at his pardon 
hearing to show that he had led 
the life of a good citizen after his 
escape. _ 


SUPREME COURT TAKES OVER 
RICHARDS DISBARMENT CASE 


Decides It Has Jurisdiction and 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 28.— 
The supreme court today assumed 
original jurisdiction in the disbar- 
ment proceedings against Paul A. 
Richards, St. Louis attorney, and 
announced that a commissioner 
would be appointed to take testi- 
mony in the case. 

Don Purteet, former assistant at- 
torney general, who appeared with 
Richards, asked for dismissal of 
the proceedings on the ground that 
the supreme court was “wholly 
without original jurisdiction in dis- 
barment proceedings.” 

Glendy B. Arnold, former circuit 
judge, who with J. W. McAfee, also 
of St. Louis, is representing the 
grievence committees of the St. 
Louis and State Bar Associations, 
asked for the appointment of a 
commissioner. 

When the court, sitting en banc, 
agreed to this, Purteet asked that 
the commissioner not be a member 
of either the St. Louis or State Bar 
Associations. Chief Justice Ernest 
S. Gantt said the request would be 
considered. 

The disbarment petition charges 
that Richards has been guilty of 
conduct which makes him unfit to 
continue to practice as an attorney. 

Richards was acquitted in May, 
1932, in St. Louis of charges grow- 
ing out of the kidnaping of the late 
Alexander Berg, wealthy furrier.

‘vestro; Friend of Musso- 
lini, Lays Outrage to 
Politics.

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 28.—Po- 
lice tonight were seeking clews to 
the identity of an “inspector” who 
is suspected of placing a bomb in 
the home of John M. di Sylvestro, 
national head of the Sons of Italy, 
destroying the house, killing Mrs. 
di Sylvestro and injuring 16  per- 
sons. The house was blown to 
pieces early today. 

The man, since learned to have 
been an impostor, made an “inspec- 
tion” in the basement yesterday. 
Mrs. Elizabeth di Sylvestro ap- 
parently was killed outright. Four 
children and their governess fell 
from the third story to the first, 
and were injured, as were also 11 
other persons in the neighborhood. 
Di Sylvestro was not at home at 
the time. Legal adviser to the 
Italian Consul in Philadelphia, he 
had been conferring with an As- 
sistant Unitdd States District At- 
torney and was nearing his home 
when the blast shook Southern 
Philadelphia. 

Police, recalling a bombing at 
the same place in 1927, favored the 
theory that political enemies or rad- 
icals attempted to destroy the Di 
Sylvestro family. The father, a 
friend of Premier Mussolini, has 
been an active supporter of Fas- 
cism. 

Outrage Laid to “Anarchists.” 
Di Sylivestro was in no condition 
to be questioned, authorities de- 
clared, but a cousin, John J. Saba- 
tino, talked with him. Sabatino 
said Di Sylvestro believed ~ the 
bombing to be the “work of anarch- 
ists who oppose his support of 
Mussolini.” 

The first policemen on the scene 
went through holes in the wall of 
an adjoining house to get out the 
victims. They found the children 
and the governess, but it was more 
than seven hours before firemen 
recovered Mrs. di Sylvestro’s body.

In’ ense of the lease and the 
commercial sale clause which would 
permit depletion. of the State-owned 
‘gravel deposit through sales to 
outside buyers, Chief Highway En- 


gineer T. H. Cutler said the depart- 


ment held an agreeemnt from the 
jcompany ultimately to convey to 
the State privately-owned . gravel 
deposits, or deposits.on which the 
company holds options to offset the 
depletion. 

No detailed records of the com- 
mercial sales by the company from 
the State pits are kept by the de- 
partment here. Cutler said the de- 
partment kept one inspector or 
more assigned to the State pits to 
check operations of private lessee, 
and that a department auditor au- 
dited books of the company at least 
once a year to determine if require- 
ments of the contract were met. 
The royalties due the State on com- 
mercial sales are paid annually. 

The contract, which is for a five- 
year period from Jan. 1, 1930, con- 
tains provisions making it subject 
o he needs of he deparmen for 
construction contracts, and to the 
Legislature appropriating funds for 
continuance of the State road pro- 


gram. 
Nearly half of the State’s acre- 


age of gravel deposis near la-| 


grange were acquired from the 
Moline Consumers Co., parent com- 
pany of the lessee, after execution 
of the contract with the Missouri 
Gravel Co. 

Condemnation Suit Abandoned. 

In 1928 the department sought to 
condemn 270 acres of land with 
underlying gravel deposits, owned 
by F. T. O'Dell of Hannibal, anc 
adjacent to the State’s holdings. 
The State abandoned the proceed- 
ing after condemnation commis- 
sioners recommended an award of 
$800 an acre. 

The Highway Commission then 
made an arrangement with the Mo- 
line company to buy the tract; Cut- 
ler said, and the company  pur- 
chased the tract from O’Dell on 
Jan. 4, 1930, for $54,000. Records 
of realty transfers in Lewis County 
show a consideration of $15,000 in 
|purchase of the tract by O'Dell 
'from William Sturban -in Septem- 
ber, 1923. 

The $54,000 paid O’Dell by the 
Moline company, according to in- 
formation it furnished the High- 
way Department, included $40,000 
cash, payment of a $6000 mortgage

The contract by the department 
with the Missouri Gravel Co. for 
operation of gravel deposits already 
owned by the State and any adja- 
cent ones subsequently acquired, 
was effective Jan. 1, 1930.

quired from O'Dell to the State 
Highway Department for $54,000, 
the same price reported paid to 
O’Dell, and the State warrant for 
payment of the Moline Co. was is- 
sued in May, 1930.

Officers of Missouri Gravel Co. Give 
Version of Negotiations. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


MOLINE, Ill., Jan. 28.—Negotia- 
tions of the Missouri Gravel Co., 
and its parent corporation, the Mo- 
line Consumers, with the Missouri 
Highway Commission were dis- 
cussed for publication today by of- 
ficers of the two companies. 


James P. Pearson, president of 
both concerns, Charlies C. Loptien, 
secretary of both and G. A: Shaill- 
berg, a Moline attorney who is 
vice-president of the Missouri 
Gravel Co., gave their version of 
the transaction. 

According to the three, the Mo- 
line Consumers was the pioneer in 
the. LaGrange, Mo., district back in 
1924. It first discovered gravel 
there and discovered the gravel un- 
der much of the land which the 
State subsequently bought. 

Charies C. Loptien Explains. 

“We had some property, and the 
State, at about the same time, 
bought 109 acres of gravel land,” 
Loptien said. “Then we got an op- 
tion on another 80 acres.and about 
that time the State stepped in and 
threatened us with condemnation 
proceedings. They didn’t file suit 
against us, as they did against Fir- 
min T. Odell, who also had land, 
but we realized that the State could 
take the land under condemnation. 

“The State only wanted to pay 
$100 an acre. That was the offer 
they made us and the offer they 
made Odell 

“Odell fought them in court and 
when commissioners were appoint- 
ed, they found a valutaion of some- 
thing like $800 an acre and the 
State backed down. But, of course, 
as Mr. Shaliberg told us, the State 
could institute proceedings again 
at any time.” 

“Shaliberg then took up the nar- 
rative. That was the situation prior 
to August, 1929. when we signed our 
contract with the State,” Shaliberg 
said. “The contract was to lease 
certain gravel lands from the State. 
That did not refer to the Odell 
property, which then still belonged 
to Odell, but to the 109 acres that 
the State owned, and certain land 
that we owned. We contracted to 
turn over our options and the land 
we owned to the State and the 
State contracted to lease them to 
the Missouri Gravel Co., as an oper- 
ating concern. 

“A Matter of Mutual Benefit.” 

“That, you see, was a matter of 
mutual benefit. The State wanted 
to deal with us because we were 
large operators, and we had wanted 
to be in the gravel business, selling 
to everybody, but with the 
threatening us with condemnation, 
a contract and lease was the best 
for us as well. 

“So then we bought Odell’s 270 
acres, and turned it over to the 
State. We paid $46,000 for the 
land and sold it to the State for 
the same price. 

“Yes,” Loptien interjected, “and 
we lost money on it, too, because 
the interest on our money tied up 
in that land for six months has 
never been paid to us.” 

Shaliberg said the Moline Con- 

sumers gave Odell 206 shares of 
stock in addition to the $46,000. This 
he explained, was for certain equip- 
ment of Odell which they acquired, 
a pump boat, two barges, a pipe 
line, crusher, screens and other 
equipment. 
Loptien declined to discuss how 
much gravel the company — had 
shipped from the State-owned land. 
“That.” he said, “is merely a detail 
of our business. 

“All an Open Book.” 
“However,” he added, “our trans- 
actions with the State of Missouri 
and all our books, for that matter, 
are an open book. If the Senate 
wishes to scrutinize them, they 
may. There is nothing to conceal.” 

The Missouri Gravel Co., despite 
its name, is largely owned outside 
the State. Odell, who now is a road 
contractor, has the 206 shares he 
received for his equipment. The 
Moline Consumers Co. has 294 
shares. Other large holders are 
Pearson, with more than either; 
Loptien, Oscar W. Ellis, treasurer 
of the company; D. O’Brien, mana- 
ger of the company’s plant near 
Louisiana, Mo., and C. D. Harvey, 
manager of the La Grange pliant. 
Office employes and residents of 
Moline and Rock Island comprise 
majority of the remaining 
stockholders. Of the 41 who hold 
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the Associated Press.

“We will require the Reconstruc- 
tion Corporation to furnish a com- 
plete list of all railroad loans and 
the purposes for which the money 
was used,” he said.

And we will make an in- 
quiry into the changes that may 
have occurred in the general condi- 
tion of each borrower. 

“We also will require the railroad 
executives, who were the prime 
movers in getting the roads inciyd- 
ed under the law, to tell us. the 
names of the class one roads that 
are likely within the next six 
months to call on the R. F. C. for 
money; and in conjunction there- 
with to inform us of the amount 
of losses, if any, during the past 
year.

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The dowrward trend of com- 
merce and industry in the Eighth 
Federal Reserve District, almost 


unbroken since the fall of 1929, 
continued during December with a 
majority of indices recording de- 
creases in business as ¢ontrasted 
with the preceding month and 
with December, 1931, according to 
the current report of the Federal 
Reserve Fank of St. Louis, made 
public yesterday. 

All lines of merchandising inves- 
tigated, except for drugs and 
chemicals and: for retail business, 
affected by Christmas trade, 
showed decreases from November 
to December, the report says. The 
December volume in most cases 
was considerably smaller than that 
in the corresponding month of 
1931, or the average for several 
years. 

At industrial plants, particularly 
in the heavier industries, such as 
iron and steel, operations in De- 
cember fell below the low levels 
of last summer and in numerous 
instances were at the lowest point 
of the depression, the report says. 

The record of production and 
distribution for 1932 compared un- 
favorably with the record for 1931 
and with the average for the past 
decade. 


Little change from dull condi- 
tions was noted during the first | 
half of January, the report con- | 
tinues. Many plants which had | 
closed for inventory during the 
holidays had not reopened by the 
middie of January and where op- 
erations were resumed, reduced 
achedules were the rule. 

One Favorable Factor. 


A favorable factor in the situa- 
tion, the report notes, is the gen- 
erally low state of commodity in- 
ventories, with recently increased 
inquiries indicating an urgent need 
for the merchandise specified. Holi- 
day trade, however, got under way 
later than is usual and the volume 
was below expectations, with 
Chrismas shopping centering on 
necessaries. 

The volume of retail trade in De- 
cember, as reflected by department 
store sales in the district's principal 
cities, is reported as having been 
38 per cent greater than in Novem- 
ber but 26 per cent less than in 
December, 1931. Sales for 1932 de- 
creased 23 per cent from those in 
1931. In St. Louis the December 
volume declined 26.7 per cent from 
that in the corresponding month of 
1981 and for the entire year de- 
clined 23.3 per cent. 

Combined sales of reporting 
wholesale and jobbing firms were 
37 per cent smaller in December 


than the sales in November. and 
were 38 per cent less than the total | 
in December, 1931. For the year | 
aggregate sales were about one | 
fourth smaller than in 1931. 

The value of permits for new 
buildings in e digtrict’s largest 
five cities in ber was 46 
per cent smaller than the value in 
November and 96 per cent less than 
the value in December, 1931. The 
total for the year was two-thirds 
less than in 1931 and 89 per cent 
below the average for the last 10

Lack of Ice Causes Many Children 
to Take Up Sport, 
Council Says. 

The Safety Council is consider- 
ing what may be done to safeguard 
children who engage in roller skat- 
ing on the streets during the mild 
winter weather, which has kept 
them from the comparative safety 
of ice-covered lakes in the parks. 

Thousands of children have taken 
to usé of roller skates in the 
streets for lack of ice skating, the 
council reports, and the possibility 
of accidents has increased as a 
result. 

City Traffic Engineer Gonter has 
told the council’s Executive Com- 
mittee it would be. illegal to close 
streets for the benefit of roller 
skating, although the Street De- 
partment did close some. thorough- 
fares for coasting, when there was 
snow, on petition of adjacent prop- 
erty owners. 

Frequent reports of accidents re- 
sulting from riding bicycles on side- 
walks or riding bicycles at night 
without the lights required by or- 
dinance have been received by the

Literature 


George Saintsbury was one of the 
most remarkable men of his time. 
He'was an eminent literary scholar 
with an encyclopedic mind and a 
Fellow of the British Academy. He 
had read, it is believed, everything 
of consequence written in the five 
greatest languages of the world — 
of which he held English to be the 
first and ancient Greek the second. 
He was credited with remembering 
virtually everything he had read. 

There was nothing of the profes- 
sor about him except his knowl- 
edge. He was gifted with a sense 
of humor as well as a generous ap- 
preciation of the good things of 
life. He was as competent a judge 
of good food and good wine as of 
ancient Greek writings, as witness 
his “Notes of a Cellar Book.” 

Saintsbury was born at South- 
ampton, England, Oct. 23, 1845. His 
early education was at King’s Col- 
lege School in London. After a 
brilliant career at Oxford, where he 
gained his M. A., he went school- 
mastering for a while in Man- 
chester and Guernsey, and there- 
after embarked on journalism in 
London. 

For 20 years he wrote, especial- 
ly for the Saturday Review, articled 
which excited the admiration of 
sthose interested in incisive and out-. 
spoken literary criticism. They also 
evoked a certain amount of ad- 
verse comment, but that never wor- 
ried Saintsbury. 

In 1895 Saintsbury was appointed 
to the Chair of Rhetoric and En- 
glish Literature in’ Edinburgh Uni- 
versity, a post which he held for 20 
‘years, meanwhile turning out vol- 
ume after volume of what have 
been for years accepted as stand- 
ard works. 

After his retirement from Edin- 
burgh, he chose Bath as a 
from which he continued his liter- 
ary efforts. When, at the age of 
74, he had completed his “History 
of the French Novel,” he said that 
would be his last work. B&t it was 
soon to be sticceeded by several 
volumes of “Letter Books” and 
“Scrap Books” in which he poked 
a little gentle fun at his critics. 
What he entitled “The Last Scrap 
Book” was published in 1924. 

In 1922, on his seventy-seventh 
birthday, he received an address of 
congratulations and good wishes 
from his old. students and literary 
admirers, among whom were stich 
leading literary figures as Sir 4 M. 
Barrié, Robert Bridges, the 
Laureate; G. K. Chesterton, John 
Drinkwater, John Galsworthy and 
Rudyard Kipling and Prof. J. E. 
Spingarm of New York. 

Saintsbury was a fine figure of a 
man, tall and bearded, and he re- 
tained until late in life an almost 
boyish agility and a zest for life 
which accorded well with his buoy- 
ant and generous nature. 

As for Saintsbury’s own philos-

More recently, as you know, Robert 
&. Brookings, inspired perhaps by the 
previous suggestions of the St. Louis 
lawyers, advocated national incorpora- 
tion, but Mr. Brookings went much fur- 
ther in the purpose which he had in 
view than did his predecessors.

He Pawned 


The Illinois Historical Society has just discovered 
that in the period immediately before the Civil War, 
Ulysses S. Grant pawned in St. Louis for $22 to 
one J. 8S. Freleigh, a gold watch. 

The record of the transaction has been brought to 

light by Paul M. Angle, librarian of the society. The 
watch has disappeared, but the moral is one of the 
most powerful in history. Grant was an indifferent 
student at West Point. In the interim for soldiers 
after the Mexican War, in which he had been a Cap- 
tain, he retired ‘from tHe army rather than face 
charges of excessive drinking at a dull hole of an 
army post on the Pacific coast. 
Returning to St. Louis, where he had earlier mar- 
ried Julia Dent, he tried farming out on the Gravois 
road. Everybody was thumbs down on Grant, a 
slow-moving and apparently unambitious fellow, as 
strange a hiding place for genius as the world has 
ever known. He often drove into St. Louis and sold 
wood which he had to cut, though Hercules himself 
could not have felled some of the tough white oaks 
that grew along Gravois Creek. He plowed and 
hoed in the infertile terrain of St. Louis County, try- 
ing to raise crops. He went down and out. He had 
a sale, as all busted farmers do, and retired upon 
St. Louls in search of a job. At that, he probably 
was the only Gravois farmer who ever had a gold 
watch to pawn. 

It was not yét certain that Grant could do any- 
thing but ride a horse uncommonly well. Unfortu- 
nately, there was no Bridle and Spur Club here 
abouts in those days, which might have given his 
prowess its fling. It is often so with young mene Men 
must find themselves. Some do so early, others late; 
othérs never find themselves. Thousands of mute and 
inglorious Miltons have lived and died, their lips 
locked, their songs unsung. Grant tried to sell real 
estate. He made a miserable failure of it, stood 
around with his hands in his pockets, basked on the 
sunny side of downtown streets, was ashamed to go 
home to his wife and children, and withal radiated 
the woes of all those who cannot cope with the re- 
alities of a cruel world. It was not his fault. He 
was trying to do something he could not do, for 
which he was unsuited, for which nature had not 
designed him. 

She had greater plans for Grant. When the Civil 
War came on, the South had most of the West Point 
talent. The North scurried about for anybody with 
West Point training. It was glad to get Grant, the 
drinker, the ne’er-do-well, the busted Gravois farmer, 
the down-and-out St. Louis real estate salesman, the 
man who had pawned his watch in St. Louis two 
days before Christmas, in 1857, to buy presents for 
his children; the man in whom nobody had any 
faith, a misfit, a soldier undone by the humdrum of 
peace. Thousands of such people have faltered thus, 
waiting for their opportunity; doubtless millions

have perished, failing to find it. Bent 

Grant was over at Galena, Ill., when the army re- 
claimed him. He had gone there to start all over 
again in some other business. He would, of course, 
have failed in that, too, just as he had failed to raise 
crops on the hardscrabble of Gravois road, just as he 
had proved himself so inept at selling real estate. 
But the army needed him. How badly it needed him 
it did not realize at the time. It had to learn what 
Lipcoln learned: that after all the proud peacocks 
of the military had proved their shallowness, the 
North was to turn to the lowliest of them all, Grant. 

Grant, whose confidence in himself rose serenely 
over society’s estimate of him, insisted that he was 
capable of commanding a brigade, but they made 
him a Captain. It was not long before he began to 
win little victories. In the course of time, he electri- 
fied the North with his exploits at Forts Henry and 
Donelson. He amazed the military observers from 
other nations with his strategy at Shiloh, his terrific 
fighting spirit, the superiority complex which led 
him to believe that he was always the stronger, that 
the enemy was always worse off than he was. His 
doggedness at Vicksburg, the wretched plotting back 
of the lines which sought to discredit him, aroused 
Lincoln, as it had already aroused Sherman. The 
President acclaimed him, and Grant became the man 
of the hour. ‘ 

Lincoln’s answer to all the clamor against Grant 
was to render thanks that he had one General who 
would fight. Fight was his middle name. He smashed 
up everything. He was a human juggernaut that noth- 
ing could stop. The President took him out of the 
West and placed him in charge of the Army of the 
Potomac. ‘Grant ended the war. He went after Lée 
in the same hammer-and-tongs fashion that had 
characterized his military career in the West. So 
came Appomattox. 

The grateful country made him President, for 
which he was no more fitted than he had been for 
social agriculture out in the aristocratic neighbor- 
hood around Sappington. Grant stood in military 
history with the great. The world has not yet got 
done writing about him, reading about him, won- 
dering about him. It never will get over it. The 
reason is plain. Grant had a gift; but until he was 
given an opportunity to improve it, he was a misfit 
in life, a failure, a grief to himself, the laughing 
stock of society. 

The moral is that we should be slow t® condemn 
one another’s ineptitude. Since we have no means 


of knowing one another’s talents, the inner life in’ 


all men which is hidden from prying eyes, how can 
we be sure that they are what they seem? Let us 
not forget that Grant, who was later to stand upon 
the pinnacle of famé, had stumbled Into a pawnshop 
in St. Louis on a winter’s day only eight years before 


and pawned his watch.

AND RELIEF. By James M. Williams. 
(The University of North Carolina Press, 
Chapel Hill, N. C.) 


N his opening address at the White House 
| conterence on child health and protection 

in November, 1930, President Hoover re- 
marked: “The ill-nourished child is in our 
country not the product of poverty; it is 
largely the product of ill-instructed children 
and ignorant parents.” In May of last yéar, 
Secretary Wilbur, addressing the National 
Conference of Social Work, stated that the 
depression is “not so serious as many sup- 
pose,” that “civilization is broken out with 
hives which irritate and bother us.” 

It is the ruling class mentality that is 
vocal in these utterances, and anyone who 
cares to know how much that mentality 
lacks for competent leadership in the pres- 
ent crisis should read the volume listed 
here. The book will not be conspicuously 
displayed on news stands, and even if it 
were so, those who néed,. most to read it 
have not the $2.50 that it costs. It can be 
had at the Public Library, no doubt; and 
if the general public could know how deeply 
vital to its interests the subject matter of 
the work lly is, the Public Library would 
be overwhefned with requests for the book. 
But this will not happen for various reasons, 
all of them pathetic. 

All that can be done for this truly precious 
book is to urgé its vital importance upon 
that minority which, in no spirit of conde- 
scension, sincerely cares about all human be- 
ings; which keenly desires to know and 
understand; and which must give us our 
leaders when the time comés.

PAUL BUNYAN: A FOLK COMEDY IN 
THREE ACTS. By Richard L. Stokes, 
(G. P. Putnam’s Sons; New York City.) 
F this extravaganza were adequately 
produced as a musical comedy in keeping 

with the author’s intention, it could hardly 
fail to prove an unqualified “wow.” It !s 
that even in cold print; and if its settings 
were ingeniously visualized and its hilarious 
audacities were cleverly winged with song, 
the effect ought to be devastatingly funny. 
Also, the Paul Bunyan epos is sufficiently 
well known to insure the right receptive 
mood in an audience; and in a time of uni- 
versal worry, disillusionment and doubt, the 
preposterous, guffawing character of the 
show, with its shrewd allusions to a prepos- 
terous state of affairs, should make it & 
highly effective means of momentary release 
into a childish world of Gargantuan laugh- 
tér. 

Mr. Stokes confesses that he has handled 
the Paul Bunyan story in his own sweet 
way, “throwing new light” on the gigantic 
hero of the logging world. He insists, and 
the reader will agree gladly, in view of the 
result achieved here, that it is the duty of 
“all upright bards who address themselves 
to the saga” of Paul and his famous Blue 
Ox, Babe, to improve and strengthen the 
tale at will, exaggeration being impossible. 

In the present version, Paul appears with 
his ox in a Lilliputian landscape, the Rocky 
Mountains scarcely reaching his knees.

The code, according to 
Parker, enumerates the conditivns 
under which lump sum competitive 
bidding should be carried on. 

| Progress toward a satisfactory 
|method of blanket insurance cov- 
erage and in perfection of arbitra- 
tion methods to settle labor dis- 
putes also was reported by’ thé 
Joint Committee, which represents 
the Associated General Contractors 
of America and the institute. 

Parker envisioned a “steadily 
widening acceptance of the inter- 
relationship of the different ele 
ments of the building industry in 
constantly increasing co-operative 
efforts for the study of common 
problems, without which joint study 
and the elimination of unsound and 
uneconomic practices seems clearly 
impossible.” 

“The code of bidding practice,” 
he said, “outlines the character of 
the documents the architect should 
provide, the manner in which bids 
should be submitted, the handling 
of sub-bids and the need of pro- 
tecting them against improper use 
by general bidders, conditions that 
should obtain on the opening of 
bids and in the award by the 
owner.” 

The committee, said Parker, 
hopes soon to be able to report in 
detail a satisfactory method of 
blanket insurance coverage that 
will give complete protection to all 
parties in interest at a price that 
will be of advantage to the owner 
and to the insurance companies 
as well. 

“In the arbitration of disputes,” 
he said, “great progress has been 
made during the past 10 years. The 
principle was adopted by the indus- 
try in 1915. Its adoption for the 
settlement of commercial contract 
disputes has steadily increased 
since the war and has been en- 
couraged and standardized by the 
American Arbitrary Society, which 
has developed carefully selected 
panels from which arbitrators may 
be chosen in a large number of 
cities throughout the country. 

“Steps are being taken to per- 
fect the provisions and procedures 
for use in building contracts, bring- 
ing them into harmony with the 
developed practices of the Ameri- 
can Arbitration Society. It is hoped 
that a special report on this mat-

Or is it that 
their rightful protests would fall 
upon deaf ears. 

“Al Stillman would have been 
highly justified in protesting Ros- 
enbloom’s methods and claiming 
proper protection afforded by the 
rules. That is what the rules are 
for. But, instead of doing this, 
he seemed to be trying to make 
the best of a bad job, and in do- 
ing this he contributed to the de- 
linguency of the bout. This may 
be business, but it fs not sport.”

EPORTERS at ringside, fa- 
liar with Rosenbloom’s pe- 
culiarities say that while Maxie 
does some very unorthodox 
things, he does close his fist 
when he lands and does not 
strike with the “heel” of his hand.

The Oven being made 
hotter than it is usually heated for Bread, 
the Plaister, which has previously been 
broken into lumps, that which was hard, 
to about the size of a pullet’s egg, and that 
which was soft, and could be broken with 
the hands, larger: was put in about Noon 
and = remained — until 
Night; when, upon ex- 
amination, it was furth- 
er continued until the 
Morning without any 
renewal of the heat in 
the oven, which was 
close stopped. Having 
heen sufficiently cal- 
cined by this operation, 
it was pulverized (in an 
Iron Mortar) and sifted 
for use through a fine 
lawn sieve, and kept 
from wet. 

“When used, it is 
put in a Bason, or other 
vessel with water; sifted 
through the fingers, till 
the water is made as 
thick as Loblolly, or 
very thick cream. As soon as the Plaister 
is thus put into the Water, it is beat with 
an Iron spoon (almost flat) until it is well 
mixed.

The Official Home of Mustapha Kemal, — 
Another Step in the Modernization Which Has 
Been Going On ‘in the Country Ever Since 
He Became Its Chief Executive.

ANGORA, Turkey. 
NOTHER step in the 
Westernization of Tur- 
key and the moderniza- 
tion of this, the repub- 
lic’s capital city, has 
been taken with the 
completion recently of 
the presidential palace. 
The new home of President Mustapha 
Kemal typifies the changes that have 
come over the national life since the 
Cays of the Sultans—changes for 
which Kemal himself has been respon- 
sible. in design, decoration and fur- 
nishings it is a part of the modern 
Turkey of European dress, emancipat- 
ed women and religious freedom and 
in keeping with the developments 
which have transformed Angora from 
a dusty, primitive market town into a 
city of imposing public buildings, tax- 
icabs and automatic telephones. 

The new presidential palace, views 
of which are shown on this page, is a 
large, white structure of reinforced 
concrete, with a flat roof, embodying 
a good many modernistic details. Sur- 
rounded by terraces and drives, it 
stands on high ground and commands 
a view of the town and adjacent coun- 
tryside. It has an open-air staircase, 
balconies and a rose garden with an 
ext@isive pergola. 

The main hall is finished in red, sil- 
ver and white, and from it doors lead 
to a terrace, to a winter garden and to 
drawing rooms, smoking rooms and 
card rooms. One side of the building, 
on the ground floor, is occupied with 
quarters for official uses. One of these 
rooms is the audience chamber, and 
next to it is a small salon with a gal- 
lery. The President's workroom is on 
the floor above. It and the library ad- 
joining are square and furnished unos- 
tentatiously in brown wood. The Pres- 
ident’s bedroom also has plain, heavy 
furniture of somewhat modernistic ap- 
pearance. 

In the right wing of the palace are 
quarters for women and visitors. The 
apartments of\the President’s wife, in 
this part of the building, have some- 
thing of the same air of simplicity that 
marks her husband's rooms, but ex- 
hibit, nevertheless, a feminine influ- 
ence in draperies and furniture. 

The winter garden, with its marble 


floor and lacquered furniture, is at the 
edge of a court about which the house 
is built. The court is of marble, and 
in it is a swimming pool, around which 
stands a double row of.white columns. 

The presidential palace was designed 
by Professor Clemens Holzmeister, 
rector of the Vienna Academy of Arts, 
who also was the architect for the 
building housing the Ministry of War. 
Professor Holzmeister is now engaged 
on a building for the Ministry of the 
Intericr. Among other public build- 
ings which have been erected in An- 
gora since this city was made the 
Turkish capital, nearly a decade ago. 
is a Parliament house and a postoffice. 

One of the new public structures in 
Angora is- in marked contrast to the 
occidental type of buildings that have 
been springing up here under the Ke- 
mal regime. It is the headquarters of 
the Turkish Hearth Society, a cultural 
and nationalistic organization. Its 
architecture is that of old Turkey. 
The late ‘‘Golden Rule’’ Nash, Cincin- 
nati manufacturer, «ave the first 
$120,090 of the $1,000,000 spent in 
erecting this marble edifice. 


the capital is a large artificial 

lake, completed last year. It not 
only is expected to provide comfort and 
diversion for the residents of this arid 
region, but, being shaped like the 
Black Sea, at Kemal’s order, it is sup- 
posed to serve as a reminder to these 
people of the interior that Turkey is a 
maritime nation. 

Since turning Turkey into a repub- 
lic, whose President he has been from 
the beginning, Kemal has been occu- 
pied with the problem of making its 
ctizens capable of maintaining that 
form of government. To do this it 
seemed necessary to him to revolution- 
ize the old ways of life and make them 
like those of Western people. Among 
the measures he took to bring this 
about were the emancipation of wom- 
en, abolition of the fez and of polyga- 
my, establishment of religious freedom, 
reform of tbe civil and criminal codes 
and substitution of the Latin alphabet 
for the Arabic.

They were reminded a short time ago 
that trains are still in the running. 
And it was a European train that made 
them take notice. The ‘Flying Ham- 
burger,’ Germany's new combination 
Diesel and electric train, also known as 
the Hanseatic Express, turned the trick 
by covering the 180.09 miles between 
Hamburg and Berlin in 142 minutes. 
That meant an :.crage of 76.09 miles 
an hour, and it went into speed books 
as a new world record for a long run. 

Many other trains, of course, have 
made greater spurts for short dis- 
tances. As far back as 1893 the Em- 
pire State Exp:. « roared over a mile 
of track in 32 seconds, or at the rate 
of 112.5 miles an hour. In 1904 a 
Philadelphia & Reading train made 
4.8 miles in two and a half minutes for 
an average speed of 115.2 miles an 
hour. And in more recent years many 
of the trains have attained speeds well 
over the. 100-mile-an-hour clip-——for 
<hort distances 

But to average 76 miles an hour for 
180 miles, and to do that under every- 
day traffic conditions is something else 
izgain. Only one other performance 
seems to press it closely for first hon- 
ors. That was the feat turned in by 
the Pennsylvania Special, which 
knocked off the 224.5 miles between 
Washington and New York at an av- 
erage rate of 72 miles an hour. 


| HE ‘difference of four miles an 
hour in favor of the Flying 
Hamburger is offset somewhat 
by the fact that the American 
train made a longer run and made 
the last 90 miles of {ft through the 
busiest rail traffic in the world.

It is mainly to the streamlining of 
its form that engineers give credit for 
the Flying Hamburger’s significant 
performance. Of course, it has an 
abundance of power, too. Streamlin- 
ing of body without vast resources of 
power would not be sufficient. This 
German train has two 410-horse- 
power Diesel motors driving. electric 
-enerators. These take care of the 
vOwer problem, but it is streamlining 
‘hat makes possible the most efficient 
use of the power. Not even the door- 
Knobs project from this Flying Ham- 
burger. Wind resistance has been re- 
duced to an absolute minimum. At no 
boint is a flat surface of even a square 
inch allowed to strike directly the 
vackward rush of air as the train

The results  ob- 
tained by the stream- 
lining of airplanes 
and automobiles have 
been so favorable that 
railroads cannot af- 
ford to ignore them 
any longer, engineers 
say. From the stand- 
point of economy in 
operation, they de- 
clare, streamlining for . 
trains is even more 
practical than for air- 
planes. They point out 
that a streamlined 
train averaging 100 
miles an hour would 
operate at a profit if 
the present passenger 
rate is advanced only 
G6 per cent, or from 
3.6 cents to 3.8 cents 
a mile. Under such a 
rate, the fare between 
New York and Chi- 
cago would be _ in- 
creased by about §2, 
but the time of travel 
would drop from 18 to 10 hours. The 
travel time from New York to St. 
Louis would be reduced from 24 hours 
to about 13 with an increase of only 
about $3 in fare. 

But in order to take advantage of 
what the aeronautical engineers have 
learned about wind resistance, the ex- 
perts point out, the railroads will have 
to make drastic revision of their train

designs. Equipment now in use can- 
not-be made to conform to the require- 
ments for high speed. It will be nec- 
essary to do more than round off the 
coach corners and slant back the 
fronts of locomotives. The engine and 
coaches will have to be fitted together 
very snugly and the whole train must 
resemble, as nearly as possible, a pro- 
jectile or a drop of water falling. With 


the proper designing, it is said, the 
air resistance of trains can be reduced 
to one-twentieth of the present re- 
sistance they encounter. 

So far, the Flying Hamburger repre- 
sents about the only attempt to apply 
streamlining to a whole train. It has 
been tried before, however, on single 
units and with equally gratifying re- 
sults. A streamlined interurban car 


recently placed in experimental service 
by the Michigan Central can travel 100 
miles an hour with ease. Another, a 
50-passenger coach driven by a four- 
blade propeller, has averaged 106 miles 
an hour for 173 miles, attaining a top 
speed of 143 miles an hour. It is said 
this car is capable of 200 miles an 
hour. Engineers are convinced that 
these experimental cars clearly indi- 


HE facts are, train speeds have 
increased enormously. Not for 
a mile stretch or a _ five-mile 
stretch, but for long runs which really 
count for something. As oppuosed 
to short spurts of 60 to 80 
miles an hour for nineteenth century 
trains, the twentieth century 
trains, pulling far heavier loads, av- 
erage close to 60 miles an hour for 
long distances. Some do better than 
that. 

Among the outstanding fast trains 
of the world are to be found such per- 
formers as the Canadian National, 
which runs between Montreal and To- 
ronto. It covers the 334 miles with six 
stops at an average speed of 55.7 miles 
an hour. Michigan Central's Wolver- 
ine averages 58 miles an hour for 228 

miles. Canadian Pacific's 
Canadian, averaging 67.5 
miles an hour for 123 
miles, regularly reaches a 
top speed of 80 to 8&5 
miles an hour. The same 
railroad’s Royal York av- 
erages 68.8 miles an hour 
for the same distance. 
Still better averages are 
made by trains in En- 
gland and Scotland, such 
as the Flying Scotsman, 
running between Edin- 
burgh and London. -En- 
gland’s Cheltenham Flyer 
regularly averages 69.1 
miles an hour over a 77- 
mile stretch and on many 
occasions makes the run 
in a few seconds leas than 
an hour. 
The old trains, with all 
their speeds for short 
spurts, could never pile up records like 
that made in 1924 by the Santa Fe- 
New York Central special, which cov- 
ered the 3197 miles from coast to 
coast at an average speed of 46.256 
miles an hour. 

Nor could they beat a _ recent 
run made by a train between St. Louis 
and Cleveland, 67.3 miles an hour for 
the total distance of 536 miles.

It is in these shallow seas that the 
principal charm of the Tortugas is 
to be found, for the sea bottom is a 
vari-colored flower garden of enchant- 
ing beauty. The strangest thing about 
this garden is that the ‘‘flowers” are 
animal organisms and not plants. 

In the course of geologic ages the 
sea bottom and the under-water slopes 
of the islands have been blanketed with 
coral polyps which have the property 
of forming around and beneath them- 
selves a thick protecting skeleton of 
lime. These flower-like animals, most 
of then of the sea-anemone type, live 
in great colonies comprising millions 
of individuals. Their principal mission 
in life seems to be that of converting 
the calcium salts which are in solution 
in the sea water into a substance 
which, in the mass, becomes hard cal- 
careous rock. These coral formations 
are of amazing variety. Some are 
wide-branching, tree-like structures. 
Others resemble the horns of a stag. 
There is the ‘‘organ-pipe coral’’ and 
a species that forms a skeleton re- 
sembling the shape of the human 
brain, with its intricate convolutions. 
Still others resemble blossoms. Every 
conceivable color is to be found—vio- 
let, pink, brown, white, yellow, purple, 
green, bright blue, vivid scarlet. 


HE mass effect of all these coral 
growths and their cousins, the 
sea-anemones, is that of a flow- 

er jungle, and the jungle is inhab- 
ited by innumerable other forms 
of animal lifes In and about the 
coral reefs are sea cucumbers of 
many colors; long-spined: sea urchins 
of deep purple; sponges of black 
and purple, covered with a thin sheen 
of emerald green; yellow, brown and 
purple gorgonians; purple sea-fans, 
often bearing aloft hermit crabs; 
spider crabs, with spoon-shaped fin- 
gers, well suited for grubbing off en- 
crusted growths; tubeworms with bril- 
liantly colored tentacles, and there 
are countless starfishes, crabs, crusta- 
ceans, all brilliantly colored. Through 
and around these masses of strange 
animal forms dart schools of fishes, 
big and little. Occasionally an octopus 
is seen and sharks are fairly nuinerous. 
With so many life forms concentrat- 
ed in a limited area, each strugeling 
to seize and hold a choice position, 
survival for some is possible only 
through one organism's adaptation of 
its habits to take advantage of the 
protection or food-gathering help af- 
forded by organisms of other species. 
a word for this, 
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too. They called it symbiosis, ‘‘a liv- 
ing together,’’ and the term has been 
borrowed by modern scientists. It has 
been applied to this intimate and bene- 
ficial business relationship between 
dissimilar organisms of the tropical 
Seas. 

One of the most interesting exam- 
ples is the partnership between the 
coral reef crab (the Lybia) and cer- 
tain sea-anemones. The crab deliber- 
ately removes the an- 
emone from the rock 
to which it ordinarily 
fastens itself and car- 
ries it fully expanded 
in its first, or clawed 
pair of legs. When 
it is attacked it de- 
fends itself by push- 
ing the anemone to- 
ward the enemy. This 
shelters the crab and 
does the anemone lit- 
tle harm, for the ene-, 
mies of crabs usually 
are not foes of the anemone. By being 
pushed about through the water, the 
anemone, in turn, is enabled to gather 
a much larger quantity of food than 
would be possible otherwise, so it can 
well afford to share the surplus with 
the crab, which it does. 

Dr. Longley also tells of certain 
crabs that deliberately tear bits of liv- 
ing sponge from the sea bottom and 
hold them on their own shells until 
the sponge particles take root and be- 
gin to grow. 
cover themselves with protective ar- 
mor, for the species of sponge which 
they utilize is distasteful to most crea- 
tures of the deep. It is filled with 
sharp, needle-like bodies and gives off 
a disagreeable odor besides. The 
sponge benefits from the association 
by being moved through the water.

ful to the other, is that 

which exists between a 

small, bright-colored fish and 
the giant sea-anemone. This fish 
never ventures far away from the 
host. Upon the slightest alarm 

it darts into the ‘‘blossom’’ of 
the anemone and disappears among 
the feathery tentacles. When the 
danger has passed the fish comes 
cautiously out of its hiding place. It 
is said that this fish is so dependent 
upon the anem-

two are permanently separated. This 
probably is not due to a broken heart 
but to the fact that the fish is of such 
size as to make it a popular food mor- 
sel among other denizens of the deep. 
At full growth it attains a length of 
only an inch and a half——just the sort 
of fish that a multitude of other fishes 
are looking for. 

Other fishes which appropriate the 
services of other organisms are the 
sucker fishes, common around the Tor- 
tugas, which attach themselves to 
larger fishes. The. most notable of 
this group is the Remora, which tis 
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equipped with a powerful sucker disk 
on the top of its head. It looks some- 


thing like the corrugated rubber heel. 


used on some shoes. This fish is 
frequently found sticking to the un- 
derside of sharks. Apparently it at- 
taches itself to the larger fishes in or- 
der to get a free and fast ride to the 
spot where a kill is made. There it 
detaches itself and picks up whatever 
fragments it can find. Except for the 
fact that it might slow down the car- 
rier’s speed if many try to get a ride 
on the same shark, it causes the shark 
little inconvenience. 

This sucker fish is one of the most 
interesting freaks of the deep. Its 
sucker disk is so powerful that the 
natives of Chinese waters often use the 
fish for catching turtles. After attach- 
ing a line to its tail, they cast it in 

the water near a turtle. It 
immediately darts to the 
turtle and fastens itself 
on the under surface of 
the shell. If the turtle is 
not too heavy and power- 
ful it can be drawn to 
shore before the fish’s 
grip is broken. 
Dr. Pearse threw con- 
siderable light upon the 
practice of symbiosis 
through research he con- 
ducted at the Carnegie 
Institution’s marine bio- 
logical station at Tortugas in the 
summer of 1931. One of his stu- 
dies involved taking the census of 
a big sponge. 
He removed a “loggerhead” 
sponge, which was 
about the size of a 
large washtub, and 
placed it in a con- 
tainer so that none 
of its inhabitants 
would be lost. He 
then sliced the 
sponge into thin 
sections as one 
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would slice a loaf of bread. Each slice 
was carefully examined and the occu- 
pants picked cut, placed itn bowls and 
counted under a powerful magnifying 
glass. The count showed 17,128 guests. 

Among this great host of creatures 
were five fishes of the genus Ever- 
mannichthys, each about an inch in 
length. These fishes have extremely 
slender bodies, well adapted to life in 
the canals of sponges, which have 
come to be their regular home. It is 
said they are never found elsewhere. 

Annelid worms were found, and 
there were barnacles, ostracods, am- 
phipods and, in greatest number, the 
sinall synalpheid shrimp. These 
shrimps, in turn, served as hosts to 
two types of parasites. 


rq PPARENTLY the use of 
A sponges as guest houses is an 

old established custom among 

marine animals,’ Dr. Pearse writes. 
‘Sponges are inert, stolid masses of tis- 
sues which have no nerve cells and no 
proper nervous activities. Small wonder 
they are set upon by more astute ani- 
mals and used as food and for shelter. 

“Some of the guests are permanent 
residents which never live elsewhere; 
others are transient and only stay 
overnight. Some take only small or- 
ganisms from the water which a 
sponge is continually waving through 
its canals: others gnaw away the tis- 
sues of the sponge and are classed ar 
parasites rather than symbiots. But the 
sponge, with its low degree of special- 
ization, readily replaces lost or injured 
parts and soon recovers from small or 
even serious injuries. 

“Some sponges are quite inhospita- 
ble und have developed qualities which 
make them distasteful by growing 
spicules or by producing noxious odors. 
Apparently these qualities have made 
them as repugnant to guest animals as 
to human beings; at any rate, such 
sponges as the Stematumenia foetida 
rarely harbor any occupants.”
